IS CA LLED SACRILEGE 


‘Use of Artillery Will Be De- 


layed Until All Are Known 
to Be Dead.

Italy, Jan. 8.—The fate of ruined Mes 
sina is in tLe balance, the question be- 
ing whether, according to the plan of 
the General in command and with the 
expressed intention of the Government, 
the ruins be leveled by bombardment 
or whether some less practical but more 
sentimental means be sought to prepare 
the ground for some future construc- 


tion. 

As was to be expected, there is a gen- 
eral outcry against the use of artillery. 
To the survivors whose dead lie be- 
neath the ruins’ Messina is. as much 


consecrated ground as any cemetery, 
and to shell it seems to them little short 
of sacrilege. 

Others opposed to bombardment argue 
that- further éfforts must be made at 
all risks to save life. For in such 
earthquakes as that of Casamicciola in 
1888 a few persons were rescued alive 
after a fortnight. So there may now 
still be living’ victims in the ruins of 
Messina and Reggio. 

Only yesterday I heard two educated 
Sicilians gravely proposing that a vast 
wall be built’ around the city, which 
should be guarded until the poor dead 
are dust at least. 

Ruins Are Dangerous. 

The Red Cross Soctety insists that a 
strong cordon of troops be drawn 
around the ruins until nature has puri- 
fied them and the ruins themselves can 
be taken down deliberately and carted 
away. Those who propose such plans 
have not seen the destruction and do not 
reckén on the enormous risk of life to 
the men who would have to do the work. 

In my opinion bombardment is an ab- 
solute necessity, although it-should be 
put off until there is no further hope of 
saving life.—It is the only plan by which 
even a very partial reconstruction can 
be made possible within this year. 

Meantime, we are in almost total ig: 
norance of all that is going on in the, 
stricken district. I hopé to obtain some 
véry valuable information from a super- 
officer who has fone to Messina 
Strait, to learn the condition of his 
property. 

There is still no telegraphic commu- 
nication for the press or public, The 
Neapolitan newspapers are publishing as 
news today information which I began 
to telegraph you last Sunday. | 

Cenvicts Hide in Cathedral. 

It is a strange cojncidence that Mes- 

sina's colossal statue of Neptune, whom 


the Greeks called the .earthshaker and } 


the god of earthquakes, should. still 
stand, unshaken and stretching one vast 
hand toward the ruins. We do not know 
the fate of the famous bronze statue of 
Don John of Austria, erected in memory 
of the battle of Lepanto. 

The ruins of. the cathedral, more solid 

than most ‘others, have become the hid- 
ing place-of the escaped convicts, whose 
prison clothes have been exchanged for 
those of the dead, who have been found 
there in heaps. 
-“By far the greater number of victims 
recovered were dead in the Piazza Cav- 
allotti. Among 28 of these only two 
gave any sign of life; the bodies lay in 
ghastly rows on the pavement, most 
were mutilated in a shocking manner. 

Down upon the quay, my son-in-law 
met a Sister of Charity, half dead with 
fatigue, staggering under the weight 
of a girl of 14 years, whose. legs were 
gone, 

“Help me,” cried the sister, 
can go no further.”’ 

Trampled to Death*by Mob. 

A man sprang forward and caught the 
girl as. the Sister fell fainting. My 
son-in-law~ was trying to make her 
swallow a little brandy, when a miad- 
dened crowd rushed down upon them 
in the frantic hope of being taken 
aboard a steamer, which was slowly 
steaming along close inshore. The young 
man sprang to his feet instinctively 
and was instantly swept away, When 
he could struggle back to the fallen 
Sister of Charity he found her liter- 
ally trodden to death. 

Such things happened whenever a 
steamer neared the shore. Often peo- 
ple sprartg in the water to reach the 

vessel. But the rule that. only . 
wounded be taken on board was obeyed 
at first with almost heartless strict- 
nese.

Tillman Attacked Land Frauds. 

Through the fact that several seéena- 
tors had advance information .of the 
character of the report which was to 
be sent to the Senate it was learned 
that the investigation of Senator Till- 
man followed an attacx which he made 
in the Senate nearly a year ago upon 
an Oregon land company which had 
used his name as one of the persons 
interested in the concern. Previous to 
that attack Senator Tillman had in- 
troduced a resolution directing the At- 
torney-General to prosecute suits 
against an Oregon railroad corporation 
which had received land grants in the 
late sixties for a line from a California 
point to Portland, Ore. 

s4¥. Tillman said that the use of his 
hame was withott authority and as a 
result it is declared that several per- 
sons interested in the land grants be- 
came angered. Some of the interested 
parties are reported to have sent to 
President Roosevelt copies of letters 
alkeged to have been written by Senator 
Tillman indicating that he had an in- 
terest either in one of the land com- 
panies or would be benefitted through 
the land céOmpany’s obtaining posses- 
sien of the grants in question.

After receiving this information ft is 
said President Roosevelt directed a Se- 
cret Service operative to investigate the 
part Senator ‘“.Jlman was alleged to 
have played in the land cases.
